P. W. Jones, the mechanical engi­ 
neer who has been in this city live 
months with the Crouch construction 
company, has just en«-ag‘ed for two 
years with a Klondike company orgfan- 
ized at 
Cincinnati that will dredge 
the bed of the Yukon for «^old. 


The syndicate has a capital of one 
million dollars and is backed by such 
Cincinnati capitalists as Banker Tobin. 
A half million dollars will be spent in 
the enterprise even thouofh an ounce of 
gold is not found. 


Mr. Jones has been engaged as me­ 
chanical superintendent and will have 
charge of the construction and opera­ 
tion of the ponderou.s machinery. 
He 
is now assisting the syndicate in plac­ 
ing its orders for the engines and boil­ 
ers and other spccial machinery. De­ 
cember 1 Mr. Jones will be in Seattle 
and commence the construction of the 
two monster dredges that will be taken 
to the Yukon on pontoons. The dredges 
w’ill be arranged with sliiiee.s for wash­ 
ing the dirt as it is taken from the bot­ 
tom of the river. 
A machine shop will 
be aboard the pontoons supplied with 
tools and lathes for rebuilding oi* re­ 
pairing any of the machinery. 
The 
machinery and two dredges will cost 
the company $150,000. 


It is expected that dredging on the 
Yukon will 
begin 
anywhere 
from 
March I to March 15. 


The Knirineering News in its next 
ssue will contain an extended ac<’0unt 
of the company and its i)luns. 


Mr. Jones is a man well (jualitied to 
meet the responsibilities of his new 
position and he is receiving congratu­ 
lations upon securing the place that 
many other competent men were after, 
ie will be accompanied to Alaska by 
his w'ife and two sons.

It is noon on a brilliant day in Christ­ 
mas week and consequently in tho mid­ 
dle of the hot season. Outside the grass 
is beginning to look burnt up, and the 
rosea and geraniums are too much ex­ 
hausted from the heat to put forth any 
more flowers, bat the hardy begonia is 
still in full bloom, and tho oleanders 
have large bunches of pink blossoms on 
the tops of their tall, willowy stems, 
which wave back and forward in tho 
breeze and eihale a delicioas perfnme, 
like that of bitter almonds.

and the people svere so enraged that 
they decided u> niete out summary jus­ 
tice. A mob was organi/.ed »and the 
county seat was visited but the Berrien 
Springs citi/ens resisted the attack and 
there was no violence. Tlie man who 
might have been lynched is now a good 
and respected citi/.en and as -it is now 
remembered he was acijuitted of the 
crime with which he was then charged.
